In Georgia 
south of a line running from Augus- 
ta to Columbus there exist today 
jdeai conditions for the breeding of 
Anophles mosquito and the ratio of 
ective malaria in this zone is alarm- 
ingly high—some sections as high 
as 100 per cent. I desire to record 
this one fact and I request that you 
remember it and actually give it 
thought for solution—that is, ma- 
laria today is the greatest single 
factor in retarding the agricultural, 
industrial and educational advance- 
ment and development of Georgia. 
This fs an indisputable fact. Ma- 
laria is the greatest rural question. 
We can show you astounding fig- 
ures relative to agricultural yield 
and production before and after 
malaria control. We can show you 
instances of enormous increase of 
industrial output after malaria con- 
trol. We can show you a low edu- 
cational standard existing in areas 
ef high maalria prevalence and the 
inverse is equally true.

President John Bostwick, of the 
Georgia Sweet Potato Growers’ asso- 
ciation, who was in Atlanta Friday, 
reported that his organization is meet- 
ing with encoura t and co-opera- 
tion throughout the state. Mr. t- 
wick, whose home is in Brunswick, 
Ga., said he has just completed a 
speaking and organization tour of 
Greene, Morgan, Jasper, Butts and 
Henry counties. 

“I find that business interests, 
banks, railroads and farmers all over 
the state are interested in the asso- 
ciation,” he declared, “and it is evi- 
dent that Georgia is beginning to 
realize the possibilities of the yam 
as a commercial crop. Farmers are 
coming i 
better to plant, say 10 acres in pota- 
toes and produce 1,000 bushels of 
yams, which would mean $500 even 
at 50 cents per bushel, than to plant 
the same acreage in corn and get 100 
bushels. of corn worth about , 

“The futility of the one-crop system 
is apparent, and we believe that the 
potato crop can be made to bring as 
much money to the state as the cotton 
crop. In order for this to be the 
case, we must have co-operation of 
all classes and must nationally ad- 
vertise the Georgia yam.”

Judge Sibley in making his decision

For: this reason, he asserted, the pa- 
pers were not obtained in a.strictly 
legal manner. The papers were se- 
cured. after the original subpoena had 
been served on Mrs. Margaret Mc- 
Cain,,. employed as @ stenographer at 
the headquarters of the union. 

“The court does not feel that it can 
sanction the manner in which the pa- 
‘pers were obtained,” declared Judge 
Sibley. “While I do not think the ac- 
tual purpose of the feileral officials 
jn ‘obtaining the ‘papers was that of 
unlawful search or seizure, it was in- 
deed -unfortunate that Mrs. McCain 
was served in the absence of her em- 
ployer. Another thing that appears 
unfair is the zeal that has been dis- 
played in making copies of.the papers 
since they have been:in charge of gov- 
ernment officials. 


“Believing that the custodians of} 


the papers would have interposed no 
objections in producing the papers be- 
fore the grand jury, it appears that 
they did object that the papers bé 
turned over to the receiver of the rail- 
road for whom they formerly worked. 
I do not believe that the district at- 
torney’s office, in obtaining the pa- 
pers, committed an unlawful act.” 

At the time of Judge Sibley’s de- 
cision, the federal district courtroom 
was crowded with strike officials and 
employees, who immediately surround- 
ed the clerk and offered to aid him in 
returning the papers to the Piedmont 
hotel, headquarters of the union strik- 
ers. Mr. Hogsed being present, Depu- 
ty Marshal Jones served him with 
the second subpoena. 

Federal Action Attacked. 

Branding the action of the federal 
officials in seizing papers as a viola- 
tion of the constitutional rights of the 
union officials, Hooper Alexander, at- 
torney for the strikers, declared that 
the rights of his clients as citizens of 
this country had been abused.

Moves to New York 


The removal today to New York of 
Marcus Loew’s Atlanta office marks 


the passing of an institution that has 
in thé last five years figured prom- 
inently in the development of theatrical 
enterprises in the south. 

Lionel H. Keene, who has been in 
charge of this branch since E. A. 
Schiller’s appointment as géneral rep- 
resentative of the Loew interests, and 
who has been most actively concerned 
in this development, is to join Mr. 
Schiller in New York, becoming his 
assistant. As no further expansion of 
Loew interests is contemplated in this 


territory and in order to better con- 
trol the theatrical situation, the At- 
lanta office as well as all branch of- 
fices throughout the United States are 
being consolidated in one central head- 
quarters in New York,.with Mr. Schil- 
ler and Mr. Keene in charge.

He was mustered out in January, 1919, 
and opened Loew’s Garrett theater in 
St. Louis, Mo.

After spending March and April in 
New York, Mr. Keene will attend .the 
opening: of Loew’s Warfield theater 
in San Francisco in May, the largest 
theater on the Pacific coast, and then 
travel for several months in that ter- 
ritory, perfecting the Loew system.
